GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette, of the 29th September, 
referring to the pressing need for female 
doctors and midwives, observes that 
Lady Dufferin’s Fund has been established to supply this 
want. It is needless to say that a large supply of competent 
female doctors will be a perfect godsend to this country. 
Some persons have found fault with the scheme, on the 
ground that it has been set on foot by Lady Dufferin under 
the influence of Christian Missionaries, whose secret object is 
to make it a means of proselytising and of benefiting the Euro- 
pean female doctors in their service. The Gagette is not in 
a position to say whether Lady Dufferin has started the 
fund voluntarily or whether she has. been induced to do so 
by Missionaries. Let the secret objects of the promoters 
of the movement be what they may, but it should be jadged. 
on its own merits. Missionaries have established many 
schools and collegesin this country with a view to en- 
courage the spread of their religion, but they have little 
succeeded in attaining that object, while natives have benefit- 
ed largely by their institutions. As regards the other 
objection made by the opponents of the measure, Huro- 
pean and American female doctors mast necessarily be 
employed for the present, there being no native female doctors 
in this country. Natives should not oppose the fund itself, 
but they should spend it on the education of native female 
doctors as far as possible. And in that way it will soon 
become an aid to native women. As natives will contri- 
bute the greater portion of the funds, they should form the 
majority of members in the Central National Association 
and in its branches. There are at present few literate 
native women who may be trained as female doetors.. The 
Association should begii with preparing such wonren for 
medical schools and should also arrange for oral instruction 
being given in midwifery to dats or native midwives, ‘who | 


Lady Dufferin’s Fund. 
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generally belong to the lower classes of the community and 
who are, as a rule, quite illiterate. No doubt the scheme will 
prove a very useful one, especially if natives make it a point 
to promote it. 


The Bhdrat Bandhu (Aligarh), of the 25th September, 
observes that native publications are 
not well advised in opposing the 
Countess of Dufferin’s Fund. There can hardly be two 
opinions as to the imperative necessity for providing female 
medical aid to respectable native women, who cannot avail 
themselves of the services of male doctors in case of sick- 
ness. The whole native population, and particularly native 
women, ought to feel highly grateful to Lady Dufferin 
for her scheme for supplying this want. In answer to the 
complaint of native newspapers as regards the alleged use 
of official pressure in collecting subscriptions to the fund, 
some native chiefs have declared that they have never been 
pressed for any subscriptions. If the subscriptions are not 
paid under official pressure, they are also not quite volan- 
tary. It is beyond the shadow of a doubt that native noble- 
men aid movements, set on foot by European officers, only 
with a view to please them. As Lady Dufferin’s fund is in- 
tended for such a useful purpose, there is no need for enquir- 
ing intu the motives of the contributors to it. All classes of 
the community should subscribe. In conclusion, the Bandhu 
would ask all native publications to support the measure, and 
would again thank Lady Dufferin for it. 


The Shajig-i- Hind (Lahore), of the 26th September, says 
that, judging from the comments of 
- . «. English and native newspapers on 
the Countess of Duafferin’s fund, the origin of the fand 
appears to be this, that the Missionary lady, who teaches the 
Countess vernacular, told her that native women were sub- 
jected to great hardships from the want of female medical 
aid. Lady Datferin felt commisseration for them and resolved

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to provide female doctors for their treatment. She cannot 
be too highly praised for her sympathy and love. But the 
condition of native women is really not so miserable as Anglo- 
Indian newspapers represent it to be. Dats or native mid- 
wives are well up in their art. If they also knew a little of 
medicine and surgery, they would answer all necessary pur- 
poses. European female doctors can never be so usefal as native 
female doctors. As regards missionary female doctors, res- 
pectable natives would not allow them to enter their houses. 
Native chiefs are, as a matter of course, liberally contributing 
to the fund in order to win the good will of high officers. But 


the public has not yet shown any enthusiasm about it. The 
Shjfig is not opposed to the movement, but it would advise 
its countrymen to give no donations until they have satisfied 
themselves that missionary ladies have no connection with 
the scheme. The National Association would do well to reas- 
sure the public mind on this point. 


The Tetiya-t-Hind (Meerut), of the 24th September, 
referring to the Camp of Exercise 
which will be held next winter, ob- 
serves that, as the frontier difficulty has been nearly settled, 
there is no necessity for holding such a large camp at an 


immense cost. The money had better be devoted to some 
more permanent object. 


The Bhédratendu (Brindéban), for September, observes 
ih en te that the new Municipal Act is a great 
improvement on its predecessor and 

that it has conceded a great deal of freedom to Municipal 
Boards in the management of local affairs. But still muni- 
cipal administration has not improved much in these Pro- 
vinces, obviously because the same men who were mem- 
bers of the old committees have again been returned under 
the new arrangement. These men have received little or no 
education and have no taste for work. An idea of their 
ability may be formed from the fact that they have volanta- 
rily elected District Magistrates to be presidents at several 
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places, such as Benares, Meerut, &c. Such men are good 
for nothing, but as they are well-to-do and influential per- 
sons, they are sure to be returned at every new election. In 
order to prevent the same members from being elected over and 
over again, the Local Government should issue orders to the 
effect that no one can sit on a board more than three years 
continuously. This arrangement would give all able and 


educated persons an opportunity of partaking in municipal 
administration. 


The Najmu-l-Akhbér (Etawah), of the Ist October, is

vinces and Oudh. attached to Government Colleges and 
Schools, to teach boys privately at their houses. Private 
tuition is very much in vogue also in these provinces. School- 
masters compel well-to-do boys to employ them as their 
private tutors, and necessarily show unjust partiality to 
their private pupils at the half-yearly or yearly examinations 
and on other occasions. Sir Alfred Lyall would do well to 
follow the example of the Bombay Government and put a 
stop to the evil. Another objectionable practice also obtains 
in these provinces, namely, the sale of books by teachers. 
Boys are forced to buy books they do not require, and they 
are charged more than the proper price. Useless. books, 
which schoolmasters are unable to sell, are distributed by 
them to boys as prizes; thus they realize their value from 
Government. Some schoolmasters have even set up their 
own presses to print books,

- This 
is a downright falsehood. There are no Bengali barristers- 
at-law at Lahore. Undoubtedly there are some able Bengali 
vakils, but they are not at all jealous of the Pandit’s eleva- 
tion. As regards the objection that he is a Kashmiri, it should 
be observed that he was born and educated at Lahore. 
Hence at least he is more native than Europeans. Another 
objection urged against him is that he does not belong 
to a high family. Are all European officers in this country 
of royal descent? The less said of the families of many 
Kuropean officers, the better. In commenting upon the 
Pandit’s admission to the Chief Court, the Civil and Military 
Gazette says that the European officer, who used to lecture 
the Pandit in law, is still struggling in the lower ranks of 
the judicial service, and that other vakils, who passed the 
Pleadership Examination with the Pandit, are still in ob- 
scurity! It would be a waste of time to answer such 
foolish objections, It is to be hoped that Sir Charles Aitchi-— 
son will not be frightened by Anglo-Indian opposition aud 
will not give up his intention of appcinting a permanent 
Native Judge to the Chief Court. (The Oudh Akhbdr, Luck- 
now, of the 29th September, in a long article, communicated 
by a correspondent, highly approves of the Pandit’s eleva- 
tion to the Chief Court, and endeavours to answer the objec-

The Tahetb (Moradabad), of the 27th September, says 
that on the 20th September, the day of 
the late I’d, a member of the Rampur 
family, who lives at Moradabad, sent for a cow. Many 
Hindus closed their shops, went to him and remonstrated. 
The police were able to prevent a disturbance of the peace

with difficulty. Again, a cow escaped from Munshi Ismail’s 

house and was siezed by Hindus. They declined to make 
her overto the Munshi, but offered to pay Rs. 70 for her. 
As he did not like to quarrel with them, he accepted the 
offer and purchased twelve kine by that money and killed 
them. On the 22nd September, Hindus made a great fuss 
about some skins of kine which were carried by a Musalman 
in a carriage to his house. Hindus attempted to attack the 
house of one Mirza Muhammad Askari, but were prevented 
by the police. On the 25th September, the Magistrate issued 
4 proclamation to the effect that no kine would be allowed 
to be killed at any place except the slaughter-house for the 
next two months. On this the Hindus voluntarily re-opened

The Almora Akhbar, of the 28th September, says that 
the Postal Department is one of the 
most useful departments of the Gov- 
vernment of India. All classes of the population equally 
benefit by it. During the year 1883-84, the entire re- 
ceipts of the department amounted to one crore of ru- 
pees and the expenditure was 22 lakhs; money-orders 
thirty lakhs in number and of the total value of seven 
and a quarter crores of rupees were issued during the 
year; and 20,30,00,000 articles in all passed through the 
post-office. Deposits were received in the Postal Savings 
Banks at an average rate of one lakh of rupees a week and 
90 per cent. of the depositors are natives. The Akhbdr, 
after quoting other postal statistics for the year in question, 
remarks that the steady incresse of deposits in the Postal 
Savings Banks clearly shows the popular confidence in the 
permanence of British rule in this country. Where a man’s 
money is, there is his mind. Hence it is obvious that the 
charge of disloyalty brought against the native population by — 
Some narrow-minded Europeans is unfounded and malicious.

The new 
industry bade fair to be successful, but it was stopped by the 
sudden destruction of silk-worms, On this, the late Mah4raja 
introduced the cultivation of vine and th> manufacture of 
wine at a great cost. The relief rendered by the Kashmir 


Government to the people duriug the late famine is well 
known.

late Mahéréja’s lifetime, but that during the short time that has 
elapsed since His Highness’ death, the prince has already 
inaugurated some useful reforms.
